 |4MUEL WATSON of Knight-Stain- 
O Forth, in the County of Tork, was 
Convinc'd of the Bleſſed Truth (as ap- 
pears by his own Account) in or about 
the Year 1654. after this manner.

In which time of Sufferings, his- Reſig- 
nation of Mind, Chriſtian Patience, and 
Innocency, is worthy of Memory; for 
altho' he was naturally a Man of a ſtout 
Spirit, yet ſo effectual was the Work of 
Truth in him, that he had truly learn'd 
when ſmitten one the one Cheek, to turn 
the other.

The Perſecutor by 
whom I Suffer'd, ſome Years after, in 
Richmond Town-Gate, did ſuddainly fall 
down dead. 

For being at a Meeting at Clitherow, 
and bearing my Teſtimony for the Lord, 
unto his People there, Alexander Nowe! 
(called a Juſtice) without any Examina- 
tion of me for any Offence, gave out a 
Warrant to Diftrain of my Cattel, for a 
201. Fine he laid on me, which was Exe-
